THE NEWS IS VERY MEAGER 


Western Fcrtioa cf the Stronghold 


Said to Have Beea Destroyed by 


Shells—Japs Lost Heavily ia 


Fight Kear Haicheng. 


London, Joce IX—According to ttt 


Rome Tribuca's Chtfuo ccrr<*pucccEt, 
I"ort Arthur ta» Ixenbotatardrilluces-, 
tanlly fur tte last te»c-n clays. All the 
western portions cf the town, it U stat- 
ed, hate been crstrujtvi. S«ieral Rus- 
sian warships hare U-en damaged, the 
lapicete siuidrcc backing op ttelar-d 
assaults, but keeping out of range ol 
tte fort guns. 


Dif patches from St. Petersburg by way 


of Paris announce that, despite 
tte 


teml-officiil asscraccej that Ebthlng o! 
exceptional gravity tas orcurredat Port 
Arthur ia the last ftw days, tte mildest 
rumors ronticce tu circulate at the Ras- 
s,ian capital. Arcvrdirgtotheserc'mcrx, 
the Japanese already lave occupied tte 
advance defense wcrls. The Russians 
are reported to lave blcmu up tie bat- 
tleships Retviian, Czarevitch and Pal- 
laca to prevent tteir capture. 


Great Naval Battle Repcrted. 


St. Petenbnrg, Jcce 12.—Ramon are 


in circulatlcn here to tte effect ttat a 
great naval battle has taken p'ace off 
Fort Arthur la which two Russian and 
four Japanese battleships mere runt. 
No confirmation of the- rumor can be ob- 
tained. 


Battle Seven Miles frcra Farts. 
Chefoo. June U.—Chinese arriving 


fren Port Arthur state that a battle was 
focght Jcne $ within seven milts of tte 
Inner forts of Port Arthur. Tte Japa- 
nese C**t supjortt-d tte Japanese army 
from tie t ast coast of Liaotucg penin- 
sula. Conditions tn Port Artburaresaid 
to be unchanged. 


Heavy Loss by Japanese. 


Hai'cleng. Manchuria, Jane 11.—(De- 


lated ia transmission.)—A flanking 
movement cf tte Japanese around tte 
Russian left from FeagwangeheBg June 
} was repulsed with a loss of two whole 
battalions. A large Japanese fcrce 
moved out ia the morning, along 
tte 


Fengwangchecg and Hallcheng road. 
The Russians had a force itrcngly potted 
In a ravine 20 miles southeast of Hai- 
cheng. The Japanese were preceded by 
two battalions, who walled Into the 
Russian ambuscade. They received a 
murderous riCe and artillery fire at 
dote ran te and were wiped tut. only one 
cr t*o escaping. The main Japanese 
force, wtich was greatly ssperior to tte 
Rusiiaa force, tried to outflang tie Rus- 
sians, who drew off without losing a 
man. Tie Japanese closing In found tte 
ravine vacant, save for tteir own dead. 


Haitian Losses at Kanshaa. 


Toklo. Jcne li—The Military com- 


mission aitigned to bury the Russian 
dead in tte battle cf Xanshaa Mil at 
Kinclou. May 26, presented its final re- 
port Sunday. It was fcurd tlat tea 
Rassian officers and <"C4 men wto ftll 
in tie battle tad been carefally buried 
and SO men mere buried by tie outposts, 
making tte total number e.f killed left 
betlnd by the Russians 704.

Kinley, brexher of the late president, 
was found dead In a chair In his tome 
at eight o'clock Saturday mcrning. His 
death came without warning to tls 
family. His colored servant, wto slept 
In his room, was up with him at two 
o'clock, and It is not known at what 
time Mr. McKinley got up again, as he 
did not makea his servant. Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley walked Into his room at elgit 
o'clock and found him Kitting in a chair 
cold and apparently dead. A phyclciaa 
was summoned, who said death tad 
probably occurred two or tlre-e hours 
before. A widow and cne daughter sur- 
vive hint. 


Mr. McKirley's death was due to

disease, whith 
developed 


shortly after Itt death of tis 
dis- 


tinguisted brother, three years ago. 
Since then Mr. McKinley has devoted 
nearly all his time In a vain attempt 
to overcome the fatal malady, consult- 
ing the most eminent physicians, and 
traveling from one climate to another. 


Abner McKinley, broiler of the late 


President MtKInley, was born In Ohio. 
He was the son cf William and Kaxcy 
Campbell McKinley. He was admitted 
to the tar in New Tork and Ohio and 
practiced law In Canton until 1897. when 
he removed to New York, beccmlcg at- 
torney for several large corporations, 
with an cfflce at S! Broadway. He was 
a member of the fcionLt-ague and Law- 
yers' elsbs. and was a prominent figure 
ia New York society and la Washlng- 
toa during his broiler's occupancy cf 
the white louse. Abner McKieley, both 
is person and Ia rtaracter. bore a 
marked resemblance to the president.
